As Mr. Hung-Ming says, America is a young nation. On 
that account it is hard to show much for her, comparatively'

important fact is that while the best of the American contribu-J 
tion to civilization has yet to be expressed artistically, the con-| 
tribution exists. 
The reason why Mr. Hung-Ming has not; 


noticed it may lie in his statement that il-yo, "the real Chinese" 
word for civilization," means "ceremony or forms of courtesy: 
and music." This is considerably narrower than the American; 
cense of the word, and much different from the American prac-- 
tice.

In one sense America is uncivilized. She lacks traditions,. 


polish, grace. In another sense she has made a distinct spiritual: 
contribution. She has given her people a sense of dignity, re-j 
sponsibility, and initiative which cannot be found among the: 
masses in any other nation. This popular feeling has the back- 
ing of a higher standard of material life than that of any other, 
and, but one must concede if he faces the facts truthfully that 
the "materialism" of the country represents in a large sense a 
Fpiritual advance.
